Seven Churches Get Members; 220 Conver- 
sions, Reclamations, and Additions 


This editor closed his part of the 
Paris, Texas, revival last Friday 
night. God gave a marvelous serv- 
ice with twenty-four people coming 
forward, hardened sinners being 
saved. It was a time of yictory and 
power, with a great crowd and 
great results. The last six nights 
of the revival there were ninéty- 
six conversions, reclamations, and 
additions. The revival ran for a lit- 
tle less than four weeks, with no 
invitation the first week. There 
were 220 conversions, reclama- 
tions, and additions during that 
time. 

The Ramseur Baptist Church of 
which Brother Marion Been is pas- 
tor, received 100 additions, seventy 
of them coming for baptism.

_ THE INDWELLING SPIRIT AND THE 
FULLNESS OF THE SPIRIT 


Below is a letter written in an- 
swer to the inquiry of an Okla- 
homa City woman, visiting in Ft. 
Worth. I am publishing this letter 
because countless other Christians 
are confused about the same vital 
questions. I trust every reader will 
prayerfully read every verse of 
Scripture reference and open his 
heart to appreciate the one blessing 
that every Christian already has, 
the indwelling of the Spirit in his 
body and to seek with all his heart 
the other blessing which every 
Christian may have and should 
have, the fullness of the Spirit for 
soul winning power. 

This letter is an illustration of 
the hundreds of letters written to 
inquiring hearts all over America. 

For the readers of this paper, 
I am adding subheads in the letter 
to make it more easily understood 
and writing out the Scripture 
verses in full with a little more 
explanation. 

July 25, 1935 
Dear Mrs. H - 

I am sorry for the delay in an- 
swering your letter. I am address- 
ing this to Fort Worth but in case 
you are not there I am sure they 
will forward it to you. 

In your letter of June 12th, you 
asked, “When we are borin again, 
we are baptized with the Holy 
Spirit, into the body of Christ, are 
we not? We HAVE His Spirit.” 
Then you asked why some people 
teach that we should wait and pray 
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for the Holy Spirit. 


I think I can help you on this 
matter if you check these Scrip- 
tures very carefully. 


Holy Spirit To Live In Christian's 


Body After Christ's Resurrection 


In John 7:37-39 we are told that 
after Jesus was giorified at Mis 
resurrection that tne Hoy Spirit 
would tlow out from every Caoris- 
tian, that is, would Make the pody 
or a Cnristian his home. 

“In tne last day, that great 
day of the feast, vesus stoud and 
crted, saying, lf any man thirsi, 
let him come unto me and drm. 
88. He that beweveth on me, as 
the Screpture hath said, out o7 nis 
belly snail flow rwers of water 
water. 8Y. (But ths spake he 
of the Spirit, which tney that 
believe on him should receive for 
the Holy Ghost was not yet giv- 
en; because that Jesus was not 
yet glorified). — John 7:37-39. 

Remember that was to nappen 
when Jesus was giorified. John i4: 
17 teaches the same thing, that the 
Holy Spirit was then wITH the 
disciples but later would be IN 
them. 

“Even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive, 
because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him; but ye know him; 
for he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you.” —Joha 14:17 

In John 20:22 that promise was 
fulfilled when Jesus appeared to 
His disciples the day he rose from 
the dead and breathed on them 
and said, “Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost.” Evidently the Holy Spiric 
came into the bodies of saved peo- 
ple the day that Jesus rose trom 
the dead. Romans 8:9, 1 Coria- 
thians 6:19, 20, and many other 
passages clearly teach that every 
saved person now has the Holy 
Spirit dweiling in his body. 

“But ye are not in tne Yesh, 
but in the Spirit, if so be that 
the Spirit of God dwell in you. 
Now tf any man have not tne 
Spirtt of Uhrist, he ts none of 
his.” — Romans 8:9. 

“What? know ye not that 
your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost which w m you, 
which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? 20. For ye 
are bought with a price: there- 
fore giorafy God ia your body, 
and in your spirit, which are 
Gods” —I Corinthians 6:19, 20. 

When one is saved he is “born of 
the Spirit,” Jesus said, and the 
Holy Spirit enters into his boay, 
never to leave it again. That is the 
indwelling of the Holy Spirit. 


All Christians Buried Into Body Of 
Christ By The Holy Spirit 
At ‘Conversion 


Now you are ready to understand 
1 Corinthians 12:13 “For by one 
Spirit are we all baptized into one 
body, whether we be Jews or Gen- 
tiles, whether we be bond or free; 
and have been all made to drink 
into one Spirit.” When one is saved 
the Holy Spirit comes in, but that 
is not all. When one is saved he 
is buried (or baptized) into the 
body of Christ by the Holy Spirit. 
He becomes a part of the body 
of Christ, that body which will be 
caught out to meet Jesus at the 
Second Coming. Every Saved per- 
son has been baptized into the body 
of Christ by the Holy Spirit. 

But notice that that is an en- 
tirely different thing from being 
baptized with the Holy Spirit Him- 
self. A comparison of 1 Corin- 
thians 12:13 and Matthew 3:11 will 
show three different kind of bap- 
tisms and that will make this mat- 
ter plain in your mind. 

“For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body, whether 
we be Jews or Gentiles, whether 
we be bond or free; and have 
been all made to drink into one 
Spirit” —I Cprinthians 12:13. 

“I imdeed baptize you with 
water unto repentances but he 
that cometh after me is might- 
ier than I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear: he shall baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost, and 
with fire’ — Matthew 3:11. 

John the Baptist as an agent, bap- 
tized converts in water, the element 
of the burial. Jesus baptizes or 
buries Christians in the Holy Spirit, 
or covers them with the Spirit. The

Holy Spirit baptizes or buries 
Christians in the body of Christ. 
Baptism in water is done by men, 
baptism in the Holy Spirit is done 
by Jesus, and baptism into the 
body of Christ at salvation is done 
by the Holy Spirit. They are 
clearly three entirely separate 
things. It seems clear that the 
disciples before Pentecost were put 
into the body of Christ and the 
Holy Spirit came into their bodies 
to dwell. Then at Pentecost the 
Holy Spirit was poured out on 
them and they were covered or 
baptized with the Holy Spirit. Like- 
wise those disciples in Acts 19:1-6. 
They had believed and I think they 
were certainly saved. If so, the} 
were already baptized into the body 
of Christ by the Holy Spirit, but 
were not filled, covered, baptized 
with the Holy Spirit Himself. 


According to Ephesians 4:5 there 
is only one literal baptism. That 
baptism is one kind of water bap- 
tism. But figuratively one may be 
said to be buried or baptized into 
the body of Christ or in sufferings 
(Matt. 20:22) or with the Holy 
Ghost. 


It is clear that to be baptized or 
buried into the body of Christ by 
the Holy Spirit at conversion can 
only happen one time, for the gates 
of Hell cannot prevail against the 
church or body of Christ, and not 
one saved soul can ever be taken 
out of that body when put into 
it by the Holy Spirit. To be born 
of the Spirit and have the Holy 
Spirit dwelling in one cannot be 
separated from salvation, and men 
are saved only once. 


The Filling Or Baptism Of The 
Spirit Different From Salvation 
And Being Buried Into The 
Body Of Christ By 
The Spirit 

But to be baptized with the Holy 
Spirit is a different matter. The 
baptism of the Holy Ghcst prom- 
ised in Acts 1:4, 5, is synonymous 
with the filling of the Holy Ghost 
which came in Acts 2:4. 

“And, being assembled together 

with them, commanded them 
that they should not depart from 

Jerusalem,.but. wait for. the 

promise of the Father, which, 
saith he, ye have heard of me. 

5. For John truly baptized with 

water; but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many 

days hence’ — Acts 1:4, 5. 

“And they were all filled with 

the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the 

Spirit gave them utterance’ — 

Acts 2:4. 


Read the two passages and you will 
see that there can be no doubt. To 
be filled with the Holy Ghost, to 
be endued with power from on 
high, to receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost, and to be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost are all terms 
used about what happened at Pen- 
tecost. The disciples were com- 
manded to tarry at Jerusalem un- 
til they should “be endued with 
power from on high” (Luke 24: 
49). About the same time Jesus 
told them to wait for the promise 
of the Father, for “ye shall be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost not 
many days hence” (Acts 1:5). Je- 
sus also told them, speaking of the 
same promise, “But ye shall re- 
ceive power after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you, and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me... .” 
Acts 1:8). The promise was for 
an enduement of power from on 
high, a baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
and power to witness, but when 
it came at Pentecost, it was called 
a filling. At Pentecost when “they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost” 
all Jesus promised was given, so 
the filling and the baptism are the 
same. 

Notice also that what happened 
in Acts 2:4, “And they were all 
filed with. the Holy Ghost,” hap- 
pened again in Acts 4:31, “And 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” The same people could be 
filled (or baptized) with the Holy 
Ghost more than once. 

Notice also this filling of the 
Spirit or baptism of the Spirit is 
mentioned many times as some- 
thing separate from salvation and 
often received after salvation. That 
was true, not only of the hundred 
and twenty at Pentecost, and the 
Same group later, but was true of 
Stephen in Acts 7:55, was true of 
all the converts of Phillip’s great 
revival at Samaria in Acts 8:14-17, 
and was true of Saul, later the 


Apostle Paul in Acts 9:17, and in 


J 
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The Indwelling — 
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. wants the Holy Spirit to come up- 


on him in fullness should ask and 
continue to ask. Read these Scrip- 
tures which show that prayer is es- 
sential to the power of the Holy 
Spirit: 

“If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your 
children: how much more shail 
your heavenly Father give the 


‘ Holy Spirit to them that ask 


him?” (Luke 11/13). 

“And, behold, 1 send the prom- 
ise of my Father wpon you: but 
tarry ye in the city of Jesusalem, 
until ye be endued with power 
from on high.” (Luke 24:49). 
The apostles obeyed this com- 
~mand to pray for the Holy Spirit. 
*Acts 1:14 tells us how they prayed 
before Pentecost: 

“These all continued with one 
accord in prayer and supplica- 
tion, with the women, and Mary 
the mother uf Jesus, and with 
his brethren.” 

After Pentecost, the same peo- 
ple were filled again with the Spirit 
in answer to prayer. This second 
filling of the Spirit which the same 
group of people received a few 
days later came again ays a result 
of prayer. Acts 4:31 tells us: 

“And when they had prayed, the 

place was shaken where they 

were assembled together; and 
they were all filled with the Holy 

Ghost, and they spake the word 

of God with boldness.” 

The Bible is just as clear that 
obedience is a condition for Holy 
Spirit power. In Acts 3:32, Peter 
said: 

“And we are his witnesses of 

these things; and so is also the 

Holy Ghost, whom God hath giv- 

en to them that obey him.” 

Jesus had told the disciples be- 
fore His death that the power of 
the Spirit would depend on their 
loving Him enough to keep His 
commandments. In John 14:15, 16, 
the Saviour said: 

“If ye love me, keep my com- 

mandments. 16. And I will pray 
the Father, and he shall give 
“you another Comforter, that he 

may abide with you forever :” 
otice also that Baptism, as obe- 
ence, is especially mentioned in 
connection with this gift of th/e 
Holy Ghost in Acts 2:38, 39 and 
in Matthew 3:16, 17. Jesus was an 
example to us in His baptism and 
equally an example in the way the 
Holy Spirit came on Him after 
His baptism. This means that bap- 
tism, or doing any other known 
duty is necessary if we are to have 
the fullness or power of the Spirit 
in greatest measure. 

I have written you in detail, and 
I hope you will study all these 
Scripture references carefully. If 
you search out every Scripture 
with prayerful heart, I am sure 
the Lord will help you understand 
His Word. 

There are two great lessons I 
want you to get from the study 
of this subject. The first is that the 
Holy Spirit of God is in your body, 
and therefore you must glorify God 
ti your body. Do not grieve the 
Holy Spirit by defiling His tem- 
ple, your body. 

The second lesson is that you

“All the wets asked for was 2.75 
per cent beer. They lied. All they 
wanted was its sale in sealed bot- 
tles. They lied. They are selling 
it in tin cans at retail and de- 
livering it by the barrel wholesale 
now. All they asked for was the 
right to drink with meals at hotels 
and in bonafide restaurants. They 
lied. They are selling it in grocery 
stores, in department stores, in 
drugstores, in confectionary stores, 
at news stands and gas stations 
from coast to coast. 

“And never would they ask for 
or consent to the return of the 
open saloon. They lied like the 
devil! 

“What the froth at the top and 
the dregs at the bottom wanted 
was liquor, hard liquor, gin, rum 
and whiskey. What they intended 
was to bring back the saloon, with 
all its brood of social evils, as they 
have today in every State that vot- 
ed for repeal, and as you will have 
it in Texas if you vote the same 
way. 

“The Prince of the power of the 
air has lifted the lid of perdition 
from ocean to ocean. Whiskey and 
war, beer and Beelzebub, drink and 
dictators are taking’ the world for 
a ride on the pale horse of death. 
The pagan deities of Mars, Venus 
and Bacchus are back in the sad- 
dle and the whole country is suffer- 
ing from a booze clot on the brain. 


Scoffs At Cure-All 


“As a cure-all for the world’s 
ills, they offer us whiskey. Depres- 
sion is to be cured by drink; crime 
is to be cured by drink; drunken- 
ness is to be cured by drink; kid- 
naping is to be cured by drink;

“Did you know how mad I got 
at you here a while back?” said 
Brother F. W. Foster to this pas- 
tor Saturday night. I encouraged 
him to tell me about it and he told 
me his story. 

It was a good many months ago 
that a good man brought me a 
copy of a letter which was mailed 
to a list of young women students 
of Southern Methodist University. 
The letter was from a certain drug 
store in Dallas urging these young 
women to visit the store and see 
a demonstration of cigarettes to 
be furnished there by a young 
woman brought from Chicago. 
They promised to give free a pack- 
age of cigarettes to every college 
girl who came. In my Sunday 
night sermon at the tabernacle, I 
spoke in plain language denounc- 
ing any unprincipled druggist who 
would make a deliberate effort to 
entrap young women, particularly 
those in a nominally Christiaan 
school, in slavery to the tobacco 
habit. 

The “amens” were loud and fre- 
quent from all over the house that 
night. When I declared that I be- 
lieved the fathers of those girls 
would te justified in kicking out 
the show cases of any place of 
such immoral influence, there was 
a roar of applause from men all 
over the house. 

Then I turned to the men who 
had been so loud in their “amens” 
and said: “I don’t want any ‘a- 
mens’ from hypocrites. If you men 
here use tobacco, don’t say ‘amen’ 
any more tonight. You’re shocked 
when a drug store offers to show 
young women how to smoke and 
imports a college girl, willing to 
sell her influence that cheap, and 
lead others to take up her vice. 
You don’t like it when the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company offers to 
present each girl at S. M. U. with 
a package of cigarettes. But you 
church men here tonight who use 
tobacco are responsible for every 
bit of it. It was your money that 
mailed those letters. It was your 
money, profit on tobacco that you 
bought, which hired that girl to 
sell her soul and influence to ruin 
other girls. It was your money, you 
tobacco users, that: paid for the

IMPORTANT FACTS ABOUT 
WINE IN THE BIBLE 


Wine in the Bible refers to 
grapejuice, whether fermented or 
unfermented. There is no other 
word, either in the Hebrew of the 
Old Testament or in the Greek of 
the New Testament to designate 
grapejuice than those for wine. 
Grapejuice is called wine as soon 
as it comes out of the press (Fro. 
3:10): 

As a result, the word wine in the 
Bible does not always refer to in- 
toxicating liquor. It certainly was 
not intoxicating wine that Jesus 
made as recorded in John the 2nd 
chapter when he turned the water 
to wine at the wedding of Cana. 

It was not intoxicating wine:that 
Paul recommended to Timothy for 
his weak stomach (1 Tim. 6:23) 
but simply grapejuice which doc- 
tors now sometimes prescribe for 
the same purpose. 

The Bible does not indicate that 
intoxicating wine was used for the 
Lord’s Supper. It is never called 
wine in the Bible however, but 
“the fruit of the vine” (Matt. 26:- 
29) or “the cup.” 

The Bible does not contradict it- 
self. If “wine is a mocker and 
strong drink is raging” in one part 
of the Bible, you may be sure that 
God does not recommend that same 
kind of wine in another part of 
the Bible. a Bia 
See that drinking: -peeple-have a 
chance to read these. yerses from 
the Word of God whith show the 
awful results of liquor.
